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Profitable Book-Merchandising 
By Charles L. Pollard

Intensive Selling 


T is becoming more and more necessary 
—and not only necessary, but profit- 
able, in practically every business which 

merchandises articles that can be sold 
by description (office furniture, brushes, or 
hosiery), or by delivery (fresh fruits and 
vegetables, or rubber aprons) to carry the 
commodity out to the attention of the pur- 
chaser, to substitute the salesman for the 
many inconveniences entailed in a visit to 
the store. This type of selling has been 
largely left to wholesalers and retail firms 
with a very large sales territory. While 
these large retail firms are generally under- 
selling the local market, this is not the only 
cause of their success. For local concerns 
—especially grocers, bakers, etc.—in many 
communities have tried a plan of direct 
canvass with equally admirable outcome. 
Booksellers can, and a few have, by adopt- 
ing this method secured the same profitable 
results. 

But more than that, such a selling pro- 

gram will meet three permanent problems 
facing the bookdealer: selling the large but 


passive mass of business and professional 


men (the latter in less measure) ,; overcom- 
ing seasonal dullness, and disposing piofit- 
ably of an old surplus stock. ‘The whole 
program_may be called “intensive selling” 
with each problem demanding its successful 
solution. 

One of the best ways to intensify selling 
is to put out among the business and pro- 
fessional men a good city salesman. He 
should be able to talk shop to any business 
man he may. meet, and shouldbe familiar 
with the. major conditions inthe leading 
professions. This is not so impossible an 
undertaking as it would sound, for if he 
knows the local and extended business con- 
ditions and professional aims even gener- 
ally, and has.in his head an extensive bibli- 
ography he can make a commendable shew- 
ing. He must keep in touch with all 
technical trade and professional publica- 


tions, and have a catalog of books relating 
to ofice management, industrial psychology, 
elementary texts on physics, wireless, eco- 
nomics. He must know what books are 
being published in professional fields: know 
the titles in the “International Library 
of Psychology, Philosophy and Scientific 
Method”; know what books in the “His- 
tory of Civilization Series” are of especial 
interest to ministers, and which to anthrop- 
ologists. His field is as extended as his 
knowledge, and his sales as large as his 
ability as a salesman. He can sell shop 
managers a new book on welding. In most 
large manufacturing concerns he can secure 
permission to visit the men to tell them of 
a new self-help book, or arrange for after 
hours meetings where he will describe and 
take orders for whatever books the men 


_he is talking to need. He should sell busi- 


ness men books for themselves, their depart- 
mental heads, and for Christmas gifts to 
the entire force. How many realtors will 
buy book after book from an intelligent 
salesman! And how many lawyers will buy 
any number of volumes in the Modern 
Legal Philosophy Series!. This salesman 
will have displays at all conventions; will 
know of and secure orders for the texts 
to be used in trade classes, in study groups, 
in church schools, etc. Such sales will be 
largely orders for future delivery, thus 
necessitating little capital and practically 
abolishing risk. _. 

The chief. value of the city salesman lies 
in his selling to persons who would not 
otherwise. buy. It is new business, . and 
proves that. the Public’s buying: power is 
not limited, but increases in- direct propor- 
tion as its interest is stimulated. ‘This is 
intensified selling, stimulating trade where 
there was none, the dealer presenting his 
merchandise, not waiting for someone. to 
ask for it. _Not only does this. apply to 


business and Professional men, but: to the 


housewife as well. 
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One or two men or women visiting a 
selected number of customers once a week 
in a car constructed to shelve three or four 
hundred books will sell enough of these 
books greatly to alleviate summer dullness. 
Most women would read as much or more 
in the summer time than they do in the 
winter were it not for the hot trip to the 
store. They want to read, but the weather 
keeps them from securing books. It is 
because of this that a clever salesman— 
familiar with the reading habits of his 
clients—can sell on the majority of his 
calls, not only the summer’s most popular 
novel, but other seasonal books, and books 
to meet the needs of a proposed vacation, a 
trip abroad, or near home. Women will 
appreciate this service; an opportunity to 
chat awhile about the season’s books, and 
the pleasure of buying without trouble 
books they have been wanting. 


Disposing of Old Stock 


‘These two practices will greatly increase 
the sales of any store, and with no addi- 
tional overhead save the salary of the city 
salesman. During the summer months one 
clerk at least can be spared from the floor, 
even during the vacation period, and this 
clerk can become a “book peddler.”” These 
methods are approaches to busy and indo- 
lent persons, and thus turn time that would 
otherwise be less profitably employed, slow- 
moving books, and new customers into cash. 
The visits of both such types of salesmen 
serve further to cement to the store the 
customer visited. But these methods are 
for selling live books, for creating and fill- 
ing contemporary demands; there remains 
that white elephant of all bookstores—out- 
of-date books that have ceased selling, and 
that are so much idle capital. 

No, not entirely dead, for they can be 
sold tho the popular demand for them has 
passed. A library of any definite number 
of books—say 100—is selected from the 
old and new fiction, with a large percentage 
of these dead books in the number. This 
library is sold by agent or someone con- 
nected with the store to 100 persons in 
fifteen or twenty nearby towns on this 
plan. Each member pays $1.00 or $1.50 
for the privilege of reading these books 
and for the ownership of one of them at 
the end of the year. The library sold, (not 
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infrequently in one day and in the face of 
many community and traveling libraries) 
some druggist or merchant will be glad to 
house it and serve as librarian to get the 
members in the habit of entering his store. 
These libraries can also be sold in the dull 
season, again turning time otherwise value- 
less and a goodly number of dead books 
into profit. Once sold, this yearly library 
can be made a permanent institution, and 
one that not infrequently develops into a 
salesman in its own right. 

These are three proved plans for inten- 
sive selling outside the store, or outside 
even the immediate trade territory of the 
store. They meet an opportunity extrane- 
ous to the store and develop a field whose 
profits would otherwise be lost to the busi- 
ness. : 

Intensive selling in the store itself is 
also necessary in any successful book busi- 
ness; other papers in this series have tried 
to show how this intensity can be developed. 
Both internal and external situations can 
be approached with a technique similar in 
many ways, tho determined by local condi- 
tions. The development of both fields is 
indispensable for success. 


La Salle Tablet for Chicago 


LATE in October or some time in 
November a tablet to La Salle and to 
his favorite lieutenant, Tonty, will be 
erected on the Michigan Avenue bridge, 


. the gateway to the loop of Chicago. This 


is the most important spot in Chicago for 
such a tablet. 

The tablet is erected by the Illinois 
chapter of the Society of Colonial Dames 
under the auspices of the Chicago His- 
torical, Society. Sir Gilbert Parker, author 
of “The Power and the Glory; A Romance 
of the Great La Salle” will preside at the 
unveiling of the tablet. 

With the La Salle demonstrations 
planned for this year there is opportunity 
that should not be neglected of pushing 
books: biography, history and fiction, thru 
window displays and prominent placiag 
that deal with this explorer. Sir Gilbert 
Parker has been in Chicago this week for 
preliminary celebrations and spent Wednes- 
day afternoon at the Marshall-Field book- 
store, meeting admirers and autographing 
copies of his new book.

Training in Bookbinding 


It is probable that more Winterbottom 
book cloth is used on books than that of 
any other company. This name is as 
famous here as in the United States. Re- 
cently the Winterbottom Book Cloth Co. 
has founded a scholarship for open competi- 
tion to the value of £100 to enable men 
employed in the bookbinding trade to at- 
tend the London School of Printing and 
equip themselves for positions of an execu- 
tive nature. As we have pointed out on 
previous occasions, the London School of 
Printing is doing extraordinary work in 
the training of young printers, bookbinders, 
bookmakers, etc. 


Broadcasting 


Talks about books are given almost from 
every transmitting wireless station in most 
countries. Someone writing about these 
wireless literary criticisms given from 
QLO, the British Broadcasting Company's 
London station, says: 





“With regard to books, there are books 
to buy and books to burn, the B.B.C. 
should tell us which to burn, or, at least, 
which to avoid buying.” 

It would certainly add to the gaiety of 
publishing life if our broadcasting authori- 
ties would have the courage to tell us what 
books should be burned! No one ‘need 
worry, for no one will ever rise to it. The 
British talk is very well done, every fort- 
night, by John Strachey. 


Broadcasting and Copyright 


The juridical section of the International 
Wireless Congress in Paris has dealt at 
length with the question of composers’ and 
authors’ rights as affected by transmission 
by wireless telephony. ‘The Congress voted 
unanimously the two following resolutions: 
(1) The right of intellectual property rec- 
ognized by the International Convention 
applies to the diffusion of all intellectual 
works by all means of transmission and 
execution. It is therefore applicable, with 
all the consequences ensuing from its ap- 
plication, to works transmitted by radio- 
electricity. (2) The radio-electric trans- 
mission of the execution of an intellectual, 
literary, or artistic composition cannot be 
made without the consent of the person 
interpreting the composition. 


A New Publicity 


We must use every tiny eddy to make an 
appeal for more book reading and book buy- 
ing. The National Association of Book 
Publishers in New York and the National 
Book Council in England are both doing 
a great deal to pursue every possible op- 
portunity. We were much amused at the 
story of a man who complained to a Lon- 
don magistrate the other day that his 
daughter was reading novels! This is quite 
a new idea, and reads like an early Vic- 
torian story. The good magistrate said: 

“It is ridiculous to come here and ask 
me to prevent girls reading novels. They 
all do it.” 

The applicant said his daughter read up 
till 11 o’clock at night. 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 
sion, from the which, as men of course do 
seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, by 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto, —BAoon. 








The Philadelphia Area 


GG HE Commercial Survey of the 
Philadelphia Marketing Area” has 
been completed by the Department 

of Commerce in Washington and published 

as the first of a proposed series of domestic 
commerce surveys. The study has taken 
the third Federal district into its scope, 
which means two-thirds of Pennsylvania, 
southern New Jersey, and all of Delaware. 

This is a district that has 7,000,000 people 

and spends over $2,000,000,000 annually. 

In finished goods for retail purchase it ab- 

sorbs between 6 and 7 per cent of the total 

of the country’s output. 

Of special interest is the study of the 
retail situation of Philadelphia, a city 
which, while it contributes only 27 per 
cent of the district’s total population, does 
nearly 40 per cent of the retail business. 
This is a fairly clear indication of how 
retail stores in large cities draw on the 
business of outlying districts. The report 
says that the nearness of Philadelphia would 
make it extremely difficult to maintain high 
grade department stores in Trenton, Wilm- 
ington or Camden, in spite of the size of 
those cities. . 

One of the most striking features of the 
Philadelphia retail market is the outstand- 
ing predominance of five large department 
sto1es. These are’ Wanamaker’s, Straw- 
bridge & Clothier, Gimbel Brothers, Lit 
Brothers and Snellenburg’s, each within a 
few blocks of the other and each having 
an annual volume of sales far in excess of 
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the nearest competitors outside of this 
group. The annual sales of the five Phila- 
delphia stores is estimated between $160,- 
900,000 and $180,000,000, or approxi- 
mately 25 per cent of all the retail goods 
sold in the city. 

The survey is printed as a pamphlet of 
130 pages, and gathers up a great deal of 
information, most of which should be use- 
ful to the manufacturers and distributors 
of merchandise of general interest. 


Brain Food 


HE brain needs very little sustenance 

with which to maintain its energetic 

work, according to an address de- 
livered by Sir Arthur Keith, the famous 
British surgeon. The energy contained in 
an ounce of sugar, he said, would be enough 
to produce any of Shakespeare’s plays if its 
impulse was found in a brain as gifted as 
Shakespeare’s. Sir Arthur said that it is 
practically impossible to overtax the brain, 
tho we may damage the body by lack of 
exercise. Brains, like horses or motor cars, 
have to warm up before they run smoothly 
and easily, he said. ‘When the brain 
starts sluggishly, the healing power of a 
debauch of fiction is often marvelous in its 
results.”

International Commerce In Books 
New Statistics On Our Exports and Imports 


HE statistics for the year 1924 on 

the imports and exports of books and 

other similar material have just been 
issued from the Department of Commerce, 
and are especially interesting at this time,. 
as the question of international interchange. 
of literature is of special importance in the: 
period when nations have begun to come 
together after the war. 
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Book statistics are never so closely sub- 
divided as to give students of book matters 
all the information they wish, books and 
pamphlets being usually lumped together. 
The statistics for imports are more sub- 
divided than those for exports, as there are 
differing rates of duty, with separate infor- 
mation about books in foreign languages, 
books over twenty years old, and other duty 
free books, which include principally books 
for libraries, schools and other institutions, 
and_ periodicals. 

It may give surprise to those who have 
not previously studied figures of this kind 
to notice that the United States exports 
more books and pamphlets than it imports. 
This situation is largely the result of the 
heavy business with Canada and the busi- 
ness with the Philippine Islands. Exports 
to Canada have increased $1,000,000 as 
compared to 1922, and the imports tho 
much smaller have also been increased. 
Other comparisons with last year which 
might be noted are the increase in exports 
to the Philippines, which have gone from 
$600,000 to $1,174,000, and Mexico from 
$54,000 to $83,000. The largest cus- 
tomer in South America is Argentina, and 
the total for the whole continent is less 
than the exports either to Australia or 
to Japan. 
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As would be expected, the imports are 
largely those from Great Britain, this item 
being two-thirds of the total. France sup- 
plies less than half as much as Germany. 
The subdivisions of the imports from Eng- 
land are significant, as they give the details 
as to the different types of importing being 
done from that country, Only $1,900,000 
are books, pamphlets and music in new 
condition imported for resale, less than half 
of what we, in our turn, export to Canada. 
The great increase in imports of old and 
rare books is shown by the total of $1,700,- 
000 which come in duty free on account 
of age, almost as large a total as the entire 
new book business. The third large classi- 
fication, also duty free, includes principally 
books for libraries, schools and other insti- 
tutions, and periodicals. This figure is 
about two-thirds of the imports for sale. 

The figures of the present time will be 
most interesting when they can be compared 
with conditions five or ten years hence, as 
it seems inevitable that the gain in exports. 
will be steady. As conditions in Europe 
straighten out, a large part of this gain 
should be toward that continent. At pres- 
ent, Europe cannot, with the adverse ex- 
change, buy many of our books and it is 
indeed surprising that purchases are as 
heavy as they are.

A few pages later, in the same issue we 
find the Year-Round Bookselling Program, 
featuring among other things the “Hun- 
dred Copy Sale,” and it occurs to us that 
only a knowledge of our community makes 
this sale possible. How many business 
houses with one hundred or more employ- 
es are there in your locality? How many 
are there that have several hundred corre- 
spondents? What line or lines of mer- 
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chandise are they selling? What 
are they most likely to be interested 
in? What would the heads of these 
concerns like to have their em- 
ployees read? Have you called on 
them and “sold” them the idea of 
giving a book to each employee and 
correspondent? Go over your list, 
take three or four books that are likely to 
be most acceptable with you and pay each 
executive a call.

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Canadian Book List Competition 


NE of the leading evening papers of 
Toronto has started a new type of 
book competition which has many features 
that should arouse wide interest in that 
bookish city. It is called ‘“The Tely Book- 
lovers’ Competition,” conducted by the Sat- 
urday Art and Literary Section of the 
Evening Telegram. The editor asks for 
lists of the ten best books of the last ten 
years, restricting the area of publication, in 
order to avoid the more obvious lists be- 
ginning with the Bible and Shakespeare. 
This will make the reader resurvey and 
revaluate the product of the last decade. 
When all lists are in, a composite list 
will be made, and the prizes go to those 
that came closest to the composite list. As 
a first prize, the Telegram will give an 
order on any Toronto bookseller for the 
ten books on the winning list. To the 
contributors of the next ten lists one book 
each will be given. The contestants are 
at liberty to seek advice in their choice of 
books, and it is suggested that they get in 
touch with booksellers and librarians of 
Toronto or obtain help from any direction. 
In connection with the contest, the Rock- 
well Kent poster issued by the National 
Association of Book Publishers has been 
reproduced, and, in visualizing the problem, 
the editor asks the contestant to imagine 
that he is about “to spend the winter in 
a log cabin deep in the heart of the bush 
in the Georgian Bay district.” With 
such a winter in mind, what ten books of 
the last ten years would be picked, and 
what one book would be saved till last as 
the supreme and not-to-be-omitted selec- 
tion? 


New York Printing Wages Up 
Another Dollar 


ACCORDIN G to the contract made be- 

tween the Employing Printers’ Asso- 
ciation and various unions, the wage scales 
of the New York union printing shops 
went up $1 a week in all classes of work 
on October ist, an increase that will be 
reflected in the cost of producing books in 
the metropolitan area. There are no new 
shop rules going into effect at this time, the 
hours continuing at 44 for day work and 
40 for night work. 
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Enclosures in Catalogs 
New Postal Information 


"THE new Post Office schedules of April 

15th kept the old rates for catalogs and 
construed a catalog to be an advertising 
pamphlet of 24 pages or more, counting 
the covers, and of a weight not exceeding 
half a pound. For the catalogs falling be- 
tween these boundaries, the postage is Ic. 
for every 2 oz. or fraction thereof. Printed 
circulars, cards, folders and other miscel- 
laneous matter also fall in third-class mat- 
ter, but are chargeable at the rate of 1c. 
for each 2 oz. 

Users of this catalog rate—and this in- 
cludes such widely used advertising matter 
as Books of the Month, The Book Review 
and other house organs—have been accus- 
tomed to enclose order blanks, and the fol- 
lowing restrictions have been given out as 
covering the character of these enclosures. 

They may include: 

First a reply envelope or reply post-card, 
provided only such matter appears thereon 
as obviously relates directly and exclusively 
to the book or catalog. That is, the reply 
envelope or post-card cannot carry extrane- 
ous advertising, for instance, that which 
might refer to the stationery or other de- 
partments of the store or to special book 
service that can be offered, etc. 

Second, a single order form bearing no 
extraneous matter but only such matter as 
clearly pertains to the book or catalog. An 
order sheet recently submitted for judg- 
ment, which contained a reference to the 
fact that the bookstore would take orders 
for any books whether listed in the catalog 
or not, was thrown out by the Post Office, 
as this information did not pertain exclu- 
sively to the material in the catalog. A 
great deal of promotion argument which 
has customarily been included in paragraphs 
on order sheets must be eliminated. 

Third, a loose printed circular consisting 
of a single sheet not larger than approxi- 
mately the size of a page of the book or 
catalog it accompanies, provided it relates 
exclusively to the book or catalog and such 
relation is apparent at a glance. If in the 
form of a circular letter, it may not be in 
the nature of a general communication nor 
contain additional offers or refer to extrane- 
uos matters, but must, in fact, pertain di- 
rectly and entirely to the book or catalog. 
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If an enclosure has been included that 
does not come within these conditions, the 
whole package will be charged at the third- 
class rate of 114c. If, however, such a 
circular is securely attached to the catalog 
by means of pasting, stitching or stapling 
so as to be an integral part of it, it will 
not affect the mailability of the catalog 
at the lower rate. If the attached sheet is 
larger than the regular pages of the catalog, 
it must be folded to the approximate size 
of the catalog. 


The Oxford Recitations 


DURING the last week of July a visitor 
to Oxford would have found some of 
its famous halls occupied by groups of peo- 
ple from all over England engaged in a 
competition in reciting lines from great 
English poetry. One after another the 
contestants would appear on the platform 
to recite stanzas from Chaucer, Shake- 
speare, Milton or Byron, previously se- 
lected and identical with those used by 
other competitors, and these recitations 
were judged by John Masefield, Mrs. John 
Masefield, Gilbert Murray, Laurence Bin- 
yon, Sir Montagu Burrows, and others. 
The judges not only listened carefully but 
offered comments on the interpretations of 
the various contestants. 

This interesting plan, now in its third 
year, has had the enthusiastic backing of 
this group of people, and details have been 
cared for by Mrs. Masefield. ‘The pur- 
pose is to increase the interest in good Eng- 
lish speech, and the growing attention be- 
ing paid to the contests indicates success. 
Many Americans who were there promptly 
suggested that.some application of this 
interesting program might be applied in 
this country, where the subject of beauty of 
speech calls for more attention than in 
England. 

-The Oxford program provided for many 
classes—Class 1, for girls and boys  be- 
tween fourteen and sixteen; Class 2, for 
boys: and girls between sixteen and eight- 
een; Class 3, the Chaucer Class for those 
eighteen and over; Class 4, the Shake- 
speare Class, the men’s division for . the 
Duchess of Marlborough’s prize of six 
guineas and for women for the Florence 
Lamont prize of 6 guineas; Class 5, .the 
Sonnet Class, ‘for both men and women; 
Class 6, for both men’ and women, includes 
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selections from Milton; and finally, the 
Oxford Prize Class, open to men and 
women who had been first or second in the 
preceding classes. For the finals the test 
pieces were lines from “Paradise Lost,” 
Book 12, lines 624-649 for men; Book 12, 
lines 575-594 for women. . 

One of the judges, in commenting on his 
previous experience, said: 

“The first requisite, I think is that the 
speaker should sink himself in the poem, 
not remain outside it and deliver it as some- 
thing to be explained or embellished. ‘Then 
I think it is essential to give full value to 
the music of the poem, simply as sound. If 
the speaker gives the rhythmical movement 
with a feeling for its beauty, significance 
will follow. The commonest faults are a 
kind of meagreness (of voice, rhythm, and 
emotion); literalness draining the words 
of life and color; and attempting to be 
dramatic where there is no drama.

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English Comment on ‘‘Padding’’ Books 


T a meeting of the English book- 
sellers in Liverpool, one of the 
speeches was by Mr. A. Stevens, a 

director of the Times Book Club, who 
spoke from the point of view of the public 
as to book make-up and book prices. He 
particularly wished to bring to the atten- 
tion of the booktrade the criticism that the 
book public expresses at a “padded” book: 

“Books,” he said, ‘‘are frequently padded 
to two volumes or 2 guineas, yes, even 3 
guineas in price when they could easily have 
been produced in one volume at a much 
lower figure. Quite apart from the irrita- 
tion caused by the irrelevancies of the 
padding, there are wide margins and big 
spacings between the print which engender 
in the mind of the buyer the suspicion that 
he is not getting the value for his money. 
This leads many people to give up buying 
books. They join circulating libraries in- 
stead, as witness the increasing number of 
these institutions and their quickly grow- 
ing membership rolls. Had the superfluous 
and uninteresting details been eliminated 
and the price kept down to a more reason- 
able figure, the chances are that the reader 
would have enjoyed it and recommended it 
to others. 

“The sequel to this attitude is the ever- 
growing number of remainders in the 
market, and the book buyer is getting to 
know this. The remaindering of a book 
or its reissue in a cheaper edition from 
seven to nine months or so after publica- 
tion of the original edition is bad, short- 
sighted business. I should suggest that no 
book should be remaindered or reissued in 
cheaper form until at least eighteen months 
after first appearance. This is not only 
necessary to prevent chaos in the book 
world, but is of vital necessity to restore 
the waning confidence of the reading public. 

“Then, the public also complain about 
modern novels, not so much, in this case, 
on the score of padding but because so 
large a number of them are very short, 
slight in theme, ephemeral in nature. They 
are little more than short stories published 
in the guise and at the price of full length 
novels. The contention of the public that 
7s. 6d. is far teo much to pay for one eve- 


ning’s reading, especially when it is in- 
dulged in largely for relaxation. Value 
must be given for the money expended on 
newly published books.” 

In support of his criticism, Mr. Stevens 
quoted some remarks made by Sir Edmund 
Gosse, as follows: 

“I am forever protesting against the huge 
‘lives’ which are foisted upon the English- 
reading public. 

“These monsters are not bred outside our 
native isles. 

“Minor politicians and excellent sports- 
men in foreign countries do not find their 
memories crushed under a weight of solid 
information. We do not receive from 
France, for instance, compilations of over 
800 pages like the double elephant which 
loads my table today. 

“No doubt, family vanity, which con- 
ceives every note and every speech too 
precious to be lost, is responsible for much 
of this superfluity of reminiscence, but I 
must express my astonishment that Mr. 
, than whom no one has a more deli- 
cate taste or accomplished judgment, should 
have lent his name to a publication which 
is like a vast sarcophagus in the manner of 
Bernini with weeping angels blowing 
trumpets over tons of marble. 

“The chastisement which will not fail to 
descend on the perpetrators of all those 
enormous biographies is that, after the sub- 
scribers to the lending libraries have satis- 
fied their curiosity, the lumbering tomes 
will descend to the chaos of books that are 
not books. 

“I have great respect for Mr. , but 
I do not like to see his name attached to a 
shapeless monster of a book. 

“In the case of (here he mentions 
the subject of the book) the incongruity is 
particularly marked, because grace, light- 
ness, an elastic and refined elegance were 
the leading features of his character. 

“He should have been celebrated in a 
small and perfectly rounded monograph, 
such a masterpiece of restrained wit and 
smiling refinement, as I am perfectly sure 
Mr. could have produced if forces 
to me unknown (but darkly surmised) 
would have allowed him to do so.”

WALTER GILLISS 


WALTER GILLIss, famous American 
typographer and secretary for over twenty 
years of the Grolier Club, died on Sep- 
tember 24th. For the last ten years he 
has been associated with Doubleday, Page 
& Company. Mr. Gilliss was one of the 
great typographers of his day, considered 
by many to have had a taste in printing 
perhaps superior to that of DeVinne, his 
contemporary. His printing career began 
in 1869, when he and his brother pur- 
chased a small press with a limited assort- 
ment of type and began, as boys will, to 
print outside of school hours for local 
tradesmen. ‘Two years later, they formed 
the firm of Gilliss Brothers at 48 Nassau 
Street. A famous book of their early pro- 
duction was the elaborately illustrated edi- 
tion of “Ben Hur.” The acquaintance 
that developed with the scholar and biblio- 
phile, William Loring Andrews, led to the 
printing of many of Mr. Andrew’s books 
and to the first use of the Gilliss printer’s 
mark which bore the Italian motto mean- 
ing, “Trifles make perfection, but perfec- 
tion is no trifle.” 

Since 1908, Mr. Gilliss has devoted his 
energies wholly to supervising and design- 
ing the typography of books rather than 
to their actual production, and in this 
capacity of adviser he has been connected 
with Doubleday, Page & Company. For 
I. N. Phelps Stokes he printed a set of 
volumes entitled “Iconography of Man- 
hattan Island,” which has been said to be 
one of the finest pieces of American book- 
making. 

When the Grolier Club planned its 
Printers’ Series of books two years ago, 
Mr. Gilliss selected “Culprit Fay” for his 
production, and the volume was highly 
approved by all members. As printer for 
the Metropolitan Museum, he produced 
many books. 

Writing for the New York Herald- 
Tribune in tribute to Mr. Gilliss, Douglas 
c. McMutrtrie says: 

“Suffice it to say that he was endowed 
with a typographic taste and a sense of 
visualization of copy reduced to type whici: 
was excelled by no other man of his gener- 
ation. Most of our distinguished typo- 
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graphic designers perfect their designs and 
lay-outs by setting type and criticizing and 
revising proofs, trying successively varied 
arrangements until a satisfactory result is 
attained. Walter Gilliss did not work this 
way. With a manuscript in front of him 
he conceived the book in type before a line 
was set, and marked on it specific instruc- 
tions for composition that were practicalty 
final. 

“His eye for what the letterpress printer 
calls ‘color,’ that is evenness and uniformity 
of ink and impression, was unsurpassed. 
When he passed a press sheet as satisfac- 
tory, it was beyond criticism. 

“Tn any history of printing in America, 
the name of Walter Gilliss must always 
have a position of eminence.”

Bookman’s Journal is “The Green 
Room: A Bookshop Story” by Walter de 
la Mare. This is followed by “Swinburne 
in the Ashley Library” by the editor, Wil- 
fred Partington; “Ernest Christopher Dow- 
son, 1667-1900,” by Charles Stonehill; 
“The Bibliography of G. B. Shaw, some 
Additional Notes,” by Geoffrey H. Wells; 
and the usual ‘American Notes” by George 
H. Sargent, which are always interesting. 
The departments take up more space than 
usual and are filled with timely material. 
The live rare book dealer or collector can- 
not afford to be without this useful periodi- 
cal which is issued in this country thru the 
office of the Publishers’ Weekly. 


WHat is the monetary value of a 

Gutenberg Bible? A. Edward New- 
ton states in ‘““The Greatest Book in the 
World and Other Papers,” that in April, 
1911, Henry E. Huntington purchased a 
vellum copy for $50,000. This sum was 
the highest up to that time that had ever 
been given for a book. “But,” continues 
Mr. Newton, “we live in days when rec- 
ords of all kinds are easily broken and, 
should such an item again come on the 
market, it might easily fetch several times 
this sum. Indeed, if we can imagine in 
the far-off future a Gutenberg Bible com- 
ing up for sale, some wise rich man or 
richly-endowed museum might easily pay 
a million for it.”

’ Starting in the book business originally in 


the early eighties, after a few years . . . to 
California to regain lost health. At that 
time California offered no opportunities for 
the rare book business, so I went . into 
another business and became a private col- 
lector, acquiring quite a fine library in the 
course of a few years. Then back to New 
York and after five years with rare book 
firms, my own business for twenty years. I 
have been on both sides of the fence, a col- 
lector and a dealer, I am still both but my 
books are on the shelves of the shop. They 
have been pleasant years, gathering together 
books and friends.” 


IF the number of want advertisements for 

first editions of modern authors in Eng- 
land is any criterion, interest among col- 
lectors in this field is increasing. For the 
five weeks ending August 22, the month’s 
demands, as analyzed and printed in the 
September Bookman’s Journal, shows a 
wide and active interest. Its list contains 
sixty authors, the fifteen at the head being 
James Stephens, John Galsworthy, George 
Moore, G. Bernard Shaw, Norman Doug- 
las, Anthony Trollope, Sir J. M. Barrie, 
Aldous Huxley, Walter de la Mare, An- 
drew Lang, Joseph Conrad, A. A. Milne, 
George Gissing, Sheila Kaye-Smith and 
Hilaire Belloc. Perhaps it is the difficulty 
of securing the great treasures of literature 
at prices within his means that has caused 
many a collector to turn his attention to 
modern first editions as a field for his ac- 
tivities. Here he has all of the fascina- 
tion of a gamble, for he must back his own 
judgment as to the permanency of fame of 
a living author. It is a field in which the 
number of collectors apparently is growing, 
for the supply of material is almost un- 
limited, and with a few exceptional cases, 
the output was large enough so that -prices 
have not discouraged collectors of moder- 
ate means. 


"THE National Library Bill of Scotland 

has become a law, and Scotland now - 
possesses the third finest library in Great 
Britain. The British Museum and. the 
Bodleian Library at Oxford alone surpass 
the literary. treasures which now belong to 
the Scottish people. The library contains 
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upwards of 750,000 books, not including 
manuscripts, maps and music. ‘This price- 
less collection was owned by the Faculty of 
Advocates, who, in 1922, offered the li- 
brary as a free gift to the Scottish nation. 
The Scottish Library Endowment Trust 
was immediately set up and donations in- 
vited. A national library properly housed 
is now only a matter of a few years. The 
Advocates Library was founded in the time 
of Charles II, and as the faculty has taken 
a leading part in the life of the nation, the 
one has grown with the other. An act of 
Queen Anne’s time gave the library the 
right to claim a copy of every book entered 
at Stationers’ Hall. The library contains 
the charters of the Scottish kings, and 
many documents and manuscripts relating 
to the history of Scotland, and now is a 
veritable mine of wealth to the historian. 


GEORGE H. SARGENT in discussing 

the statement of Mitchell Kennerley’s 
that ‘“‘the demand for choice books and 
manuscripts from now on will exceed the 
supply” in the Bookman’s Journal says: 
“Recent events have gone far to support 
the contention of this observer of condi- 
tions in the rare book market. ‘The great 
rarities which appeared in the principal 
sales of the last season were taken by col- 
lectors or dealers who bought for them, 
and the record prices paid were not the 
result of speculative activity among the 
dealers, but because more than one collec- 
tor wanted the book or manuscript offered 
to fill some gap in a collection being formed 
with no view to future dispersal in the 
auction room. Already the book auction- 
eers have found some difficulty in procur- 
ing fine libraries to be sold in the coming 
season. ‘Iwo owners of remarkably fine 
libraries have died within the last year, 
but their heirs, in one case, have rejected 
all offers to buy the library, keeping it 
intact with a view to securing the consent 
of all of them to give it to a public institu- 
tion. In another case the collection of rare 
books has descended to those who choose to 
augment it rather than to part with any of 
its treasures. By her will Amy Lowell 
left her important collection to Harvard 
University. Where the rare books are to 
come from in the future is a question more 
and more puzzling.”
